Minnesota, Illinois, Wisconsin, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, the Dakotas and nu- 
merous other states 
An attractive 


musical piogiam has been 
arranged 


and several evenings will be given up 
to sacred 
concerts 
A large 
male 


choir and a mixed chorus will sing, 
while instrumental music will be fur- 
nished by the Luther college band, 
•which numbeis upwards of seventy- 
five members and Is noted as one of 
the foremost organizations of its kind 
in the middle west 


The Norwegian Synod, which has 


now reached the half-centuiy mark 
of its existence, 
was 
organized at 


Koshkonong, Wls, 
February, 
1853; 


and until 1890, when several smaller 
church bodies united 
to form "The 


United Lutheran Church," it was the 
largest church 
organization 
aMong 


the Norwegians of America The pres- 
ent celebration is the result of a de- 
cision reached at the meeting of the 
synod in Minneapolis last 
year, at 


which it was resolved to raise a large 
thank offering and to hold an appro- 
priate celebration of the jubilee year 
Very naturally Decorah was 
chosen 


as the place of meeting, for Decorah 
has been for more than forty years 
the chief center of the church's activ- 
ities 
Here are located its college and 


publishing house, the president, treas- 
urer and other leading officers of the 
synod all reside in the vicinity 


when the store formerly conducted by 
her was shut up for sale by the sheriff 
to satisfy a judgment. 


"Miss Stewart," as she is known, is 


the only daughter of United States 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, who was 
at one time a millionaire, but who lost 
a considerable^ portion of his fortune 
through the low price of silver.

MUST BREAK A RECORD.

OOSEVELT is the fifth Vice-Presldent of 'the United 


States to become President by the death of the oc- 


cupant of the Presidential office early in the term. 


Every one of the five manifested an ambition to secure 


by election a, full term in the office which had been filled 
part of a term through the accident of death. Not one of 
President Roosevelt's four predecessors achieved it. 


It is for Roosevelt to show whether he is able to rise 


above those depressing precedents. He has gone into the 
contest for the renominatlon with greater determination 
than was displayed by either of his four predecessors. 
The conditions are more in his favor than in the case of 
either of the others. Unless something now unlocked for 
intervenes, the probabilities are that he will be nominated 
on the first ballot, and perhaps by a practically unani- 
mous vote. That will break the record so far as the nom- 
ination is concerned. Whether he will go into history as 
the first President by accident who succeeded in becom- 
ing President by election will then remain to be de- 
termined.
